31. (Previously Presented) The process cheese of claim 28, wherein the ratio of casein 
to whey protein in the process cheese is from about 60:40 to about 75:25. 

32. (Previously Presented) The process cheese of claim 28, wherein the ratio of casein 
to whey protein is from about 60:40 to about 70:30.

a homogenized emulsion of casein and whey protein with a ratio of casein to 
whey protein from about 1:1 to about 3:1; 

wherein the process cheese has a penetrometer firmness of about 10 to about 20 
mm and a melting point of about 105 to about 150°F; and 

an emulsifier, milkfat, and one or more ingredients selected from whole whey, 
cheese, and lactic acid. 

35. (Currently Amended) The process cheese of claim [[33]] 34, comprising about 15 to 
about 35 percent cheese, about 10 to about 20 percent added fat, about 2.75 to about 3.25 percent 
emulsifier, about 5 to about 20 percent milk protein concentrate, and about 10 to about 20 
percent whey protein concentrate. 

36. (Currently Amended) The process cheese of claim [[33]] 34, comprising about 15 
to about 25 percent added fat, about 2.75 to about 3.25 percent emulsifier, about 0.5 to about 
1.0 percent lactic acid, about 5 to about 20 percent milk protein concentrate, and about 10 to 
about 20 percent whey protein concentrate. 

37. (Previously Presented) The process cheese of claim 36, further comprising about 2 

to about 10 percent whole whey.

REMARKS 

After enter of the present amendment claims 27-32 and 34-37 are pending. Claims 1-26, 

33, and 38-42 are canceled. Claim 34 is amended to include the subject matter of claim 33. 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the indication of allowable subject matter. In the 
Advisory Action dated June 15, 2009, claims 27-32 are indicated as allowed and claims 34-37 are 
objected to as being allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim. 

As suggested by the Advisory action, claim 34 is rewritten into independent form 
including the limitations of its base claim 33. Claims 35 to 36 are amended to depend from 
claim 34 and now depend from a claim the Advisory Action indicated was allowable. 

Claims 33 and 38 to 42 are cancelled. Claims 1-26 were previously canceled.
